ASHINGTON, AujC. 30—It has 
no w been exai tiy one year since 
Prim e Minister Ch ¡rchill and Pre­ 
sident Ro o sevelt met .n Quebec 
^ d anno unced what was co nsider­ 
ed o ne of the majo r camp aigns of 
the entire war — the drive to re­ 
take Burma and p enetrate thro ugh 
China to Jap an. 
During that year abso lutely no 
p ro gress has been made. This fact, 
co up led with the fact that o ther 
drives against Jap an (under U. S. 
co mmand) are far ahead of sched­ 
ule, has caused high o fficials to 
revuew Far Eastern strategy. 
It was exp ected that the cam­ 
p aign under Lo rd Lo uis Mo untbat- 
ten based on India wo uld be syn­ 
chro nized so that it wo uld gam 
certain o bjectives while the .Am­ 
erican drive in the Pacific made 
equal p ro gress. 
They were to go 
hand m hand, co m ergmg o n Jap an 
at abo ut the same time. 
Ho wever, o ne Allied blo w is no w 
go ing to hit Jap an early and the 
o ther blo w is late — so late it may 
never hit at all. 
U. S. exp erts who have studied 
the Far Eastern situatio n make no 
secret o f the fact that co nditio ns in 
India are o ne of the big facto rs 
ho lding up the Burma camp aign. 
In this co nnectio n, they have had 
o ccasio n to study a hitherto un­ 
p ublished letter which Generalis­ 
simo Chiang Kai-Shek wro te to 
President Ro o sevelt regarding In ­ 
dia. 
The letter was handed to Sum­ 
ner Welles, the undersecretary of 
itate, o n July 28, 1942, by Chinese 
Fo reign Minister T. V. Soo ng; han­ 
ded to the p resident by Welles o n 
July 29 . In it, Chiang gave Ro o se­ 
velt so me ho mely Chinese advice 
io r the British, saying: “Go o d me­ 
dicine, tho ugh bitter, cures o ne’s 
illness; wo rd o f sincere advice, al­ 
tho ugh unp leasant, sho uld guide 
o ne’s co nduct.” 
He advised the British to “mag­ 
nanimo usly accep t my wo rds of 
disinterested advice, ho wever un­ 
p leasant they may be.” 
Chiang 
advised the British to let the In ­ 
dian p eo p le beco me a free p art of 
the United Natio ns, urged Presi­ 
dent Ro o sevelt to lead the way. 
In handing the letter to Sumner 
Welles, Chiang’s bro ther-in-law, T. 
V. Soo ng, to ld W”elles o rally that 
the p eo p le o f all Asia regarded In ­ 
dia at a test case in gauging the 
sincerity o f the United Natio ns.

The essential p o rtio ns o f Chiang

“Fo r a lo ng time the Indian p eo ­ 
p le have been exp ecting the Unit­ 
ed States to co me o ut and take a 
stand o n the side o f justice and 
equality.
